Please amend the above identified application as follows: 

IN THE DRAWINGS 

IN THE SPECIFICATION: 
(1) Please add the following insertion on Page 3, between Lines 15 and 16. 
(Insertion) 
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It is desirable to have an alignment on the top of the surface of a putter to aid a 
player to aim the ball as precisely as possible. The alignment marker will consist of a 
line perpendicular to the putter face located precisely at the center of gravity of the club 
head, and a curved horizontal face marker which is an arc of a concentric circle of a golf 
ball placed abutting or one quarter of an inch in front of the hitting face of the putter. 
With the horizontal face marker being a concentric circle of the golf ball, the distance 
between the ball and face marker will be symmetrical and equal along the entire arc of 
the marker when the ball is aligned properly. However, if the ball is misaligned, the 
distance between the ball and the marker will be different between the toe-end and the 
heel-end of the marker, enabling the player to make an adjustment easily. With the 
alignment marker enabling a player to align the ball more accurately and the concave 
putter further compensating any misalignment, the improved putter of present invention 
will enable a player to putt more accurately than a conve ntional putter. I (End of ~
